May 23d, Lord’s Day.—The Kyaikasan villager, 
Moung Nyo, mentioned last Sunday, came again, 
with three companions. He staid the whole day, 
and appears to be in the same state of mind as 
Moung A. Both say, they are convinced that 
there is an eternal God; that having denied him 
all their lives, and of course, lived contrary to his 
commands, their sins are great; and that the 
news of salvation through the death of the Son of 
God, is good news. Thus far they venture. 
But whether the Spirit has given, or will give 
them true love to the Saviour, and thus enable 
them to trust in him, we must leave for time to 
ascertain. 

May 24th.—A ship, long expected from Ben- 
gal, came up the river; but obliged at night to 
anchor a few miles below the town. 

May 25th.—In the afternoon the captain came 
on shore. We received a few loose letters from 

Jengal. Wad ,the mortification to find that most 
of our letters were in a parcel and box stowed 
away in the hold. 

May 26th.—Out all day; but unable to get 
hold of the precious articles. 

May 27th.—In the afternoon had news that 
the parecl was sent ashore ; and at the same mo- 
ment received peremptory orders from the col- 
lector of the district, to pay 450 ticals of pure 
silver. ‘The order was cominunicated through 
the same medium as the last, and all the circum- 
stances conspire to convince us, that it is done 
by the authority of the viceroy; and if he suc- 
ceeds in getting this money, it will most assuredly 
be the beginning of a system of extortion, which 
will make it impossible for us to remain at Ran- 
goon. What shall we do? We cannot expose

Moung Shwaa Doan, a man who has attended 
i two Sundays, and made some occasicenal visits, 
s with me severalhours. He professes to have 
felt the truth of this religion, ever sinee he first 
heard about it, and now desires to be a disciple 
of Christ. He has obtained, I find, considerable 
knowledge of the Christian system ; but does not 
appear to have much sense of his own sins. 
May the Spirit teach him what man cannot. 

May 15th.—Moung Nau has been with me all 
day, as well as yesterday. He is anxious to be 
received into our company, and thinks it a great 
privilege to be the first among the Burmans in 
profe sng the re ligion of Jesus Christ. He has 
been told plainly, that he has nothmg to expect 
in this world but persecution, and perhaps death; 
but he thinks it better to die for Christ, and be

Have had several other molestations from petty 
officers of government. Concluded to postpone 
Moung Nau’s baptism, till the viceroy be fairly 
off. Heleft Rangoon yesterday, and has arrived 
at the next village, whichis a kind of r-ndezvous 
to the vast multitude of boats that accompany 
him. 

To-day Moung Shwaa Doan appeared again 
after an absence of several weeks, and a little rc- 
vived our hopes concerning him. Several whom 
[have particularly mentioned, have discontinued 
their visits, though I am satisfied that they are 
convinced of the falsity of the Burman religion, 
and of the truth of the christian. I cannot pos- 
sibly penetrate their motives. Whether, after 
several visits, they meet with some threat: ning 
suggestion, that awakens their fears of persceu- 
hon, or whether at a certain stage in their iniguir- 
ies, they get such an insight into the gospel, as 
rouses the enmity of the carnal heart, | aim not 
able from my experience hitherto to escertain. 

JUNE 2lst.—The town is in the utmost anxiety 
and alarm. Order after order has reached our 
viceroy, to hasten his return to Ava, with all the 
troops under arms. Great news are whispered. 
Some say there is rebellion; some say the king 
is sick; some that he is dead. But none dare to 
say this plainly. {t would be a crime of the first 
magnitude; for the “the lord of land and water” 
is called immortal. The eldest son‘of his eldest 
son, (his father being dead,) has long been de- 
clared the heir of the crown: but he has two 
very powerful uncles, who, it is supposed, will 
contest his right; and in all probability the whole 
country will soon be ascene of anarchy and ciy- 
il war. 

June 22d.—Out all the morning listening for 
news, uncertain whether a day or an hour will 
not plunge us into the greatest distress. The 
whole place is sitting in sullen silence, expecting 
un explosion. About 10 o'clock, a royal des- 
patch boat pulls up to the shore. An imperial 
mandate is produced. The crowds make way 
for the sacred messengers, and follow them to 
the high court, where the authorities of the place 
are assembled, Listen ye—The immortal king 
(wearied jt would seem with the fatigues of roy- 
ality) has gone up to amuse himself in the ce- 
lestialregions. His grandson, the heir-apparent, 
is seated on the throne. The young monarch 
enjems on all to remain quiet and wait his impe- 
rial orders. 

It appears that the prince of Toung Oo, one 
of his uncles, has been executed, with his fami- 
ly and adherents, «nd tle prince of Pyee placed 
incontinement. There has probably been bloo- 
dy work ; but it seems, from what has transpired 
that the business has been settled so expeditious- 
ly, that the distant provinces will not feel the 
shock.

day, | was informed, that on the followmg Fri- 
day there was to be a royal marriage at Allabay, 
ihe capital of a petty, independent sovereign, 
who reigns over a few hundred thousand subjects. 
The capital of this sovereiguty is near its south- 
erm frontier, and about 20 miles down the coast 
from Bombay, or six or seven miles to the north 
of Rawedunda. When I wes on my former tour 
to this plaee, | saw a Surdar, a military officer of 
some rank, in the service of the king of Callaba, 
as it is commonty called, of which Allabay is the 
capital. | gave the Surdar a copy of the Gr spel 
| of Matthe,®@and desired bin to present it to the 
| king with my salam, aud told him, if | should vi- 
| sit the region again, | should desire to see his 
majesty, 

Great numbers of peoy le were now going up 
to Allabay to be present at the royal nuptials.— 
I thought the time a favoruble one, and conclu- 
ded to go, hoping that God would make it sub- 
servient to the introduction of the Gospel into 
that heathen kingdom. 

On the morning of the 26th, ] started early for 
Allabay. The school in the town of Kaup, a 
little out from Rawadunda, was on my way. | 
stopped and spent some time in the school, and 
breakfasted with the teacher, who is a Jew. 

It was nearly 12 o'clock when I arrived at Al- 
labay ;—the two school masters were with me, 
and we took up our quarters with a Jew, who is 
a Subador in Angrea’s (that is the name of the 
reigning fainily) service. A Subador is a mulita- 
ry officer, and has the charge of about 25 sepoys. 
* Immediately on my arrival, | sent for the Sur- 
dar, whom { had seen at Rawadunda. He came 
directly—was very triendly—inquired how maby 
people came with me, and said that every arti- 
| cle of provision, requisite for me and for them, 
| would be duty sent from the king’s sto#es, and 
| that ] must nob think of leaving the place for 
| four or live days. All necessary provisions were 
| accordingly sent daily to the place of my lodg- 
} 1tig"s. 

Here I must tell you that the royal personage, 
who is heir to the crown, and whose nuntials 
were about to be cel brated, was a boy of 13 
years of age, and the bride a girl of seven or eight 
} years of ave. . The king dicd some years ago, and 
| since then a bramhun, as regent, lias had the en- 
' tire management of the Government. On the 
| day of my arrival, 3 o’clock in the afternoon, 
| was the time appointed for me to be introduced

i occasion, therefore, did not afford so many ©} 
portunities for addressing the people, as 1 had 
heped it would. I had, however, opportumfies 
of conversing with numbers, and of distributing 
a pretty large number of books. Some of them 
were given to persons dispersing into the coun- 
try as far as Poowah, and many were given to 
persons of distinction under government, and o- 
thers of the common people, whe were able and 
seemed desirous to read them. 

During almost the whole of my absence, 1 was 
in the company of more or less of the Jews. | 
ate and lode d in their houses ; and I had inter- 
views and conversation with most of the Jews in 
these places. Most of the time, the three Jews, 
now employed there as schoolmasters, were with 
me. I took special pains to instruct them in the 
doctrines of Christianity, and I was much gratifi- 
ed by theu apparent readiness and desire to be 
instructed. The Sabbath was spent very pleas- 
antly. It was chiefly occupied in reading and 
explaining the Gospel of Matthew, the tracts, 
and forms of prayer. ‘Sometimes I read myself ; 
but the schoolmasters were the principal readers, 
while I expounded. And a considerable num- 
ber of persons, both Jews and heathens, were in 
and out in the course of the day. One part of 
the day I gave a book to each one who could 
read, and felt a peculiar pleasure in seeing seven 
or cight boys, and a number of adults sitting a- 
round me, and reading the Word of life, in the 
metropolis of a heathen kingdom. 

On this occasion, a very pleasing circumstance 
occurred. One of the reading boys, a heathen 
lad of about 12 years old, began to repeat the 
hymn to Christ, which we have printed. I stop- 
ped and inquired, and found he could repeat four 
verses. ‘The boy had been down from Allabay 
to Rawadunda, and spent two or three days in 
eur school there, and by that means had learnt 
the hvmm. This led me to reflect more than ev- 
ler before, on the great variety of ways in which 
jour school may aid in the diffusion of Christian 
| knowledge. 
| My cantinued familiarity with the Jews afford- 
led me the best opportunity of becoming better 
sequainted with that interesting people, as they 
exist in this country. I was more than ever con- 
vinced of their extreme ignorance and degrada- 
tion.

All, except two or three of them, are en- 
tire ly without schools, as I was informed. In 
three of them we now have schools ; the fourth 
school which is in Choule, being two or three 
miles interior from the coast. In all of these 
towns we might probably establish these schools, 
each of which would, In some sé nse, be like a 
missionary station in each town. Books could 
be deposited for distribution with each teacher 
and these towns on the sea board being intimate- 
ly connected with the interior, the y nucht ver, 
easily be diffused to a great extent.

Extract of a leiter from the Rev. R. Burrows, of | 

Groton, to his friend in Hartford, dated Feb- 
ruary 2d, 182U. 

In relation to the work of God’s grace 
among us, it still progresses, and has al- 
ready exceeded our utmost expectations. 
It has now almost a general spread 
through the seuth Society in this town, 
and a great proportion of the families are 
partakers in this good work, and in some 
large families not an individual is left 
Without an apparent “good hope through 
grace.”
